Passports Are Not Required By Tourists 
Entering New Brunswick 


If you are entering for six months or less —- the automobile 
owner must apply for a permit at the Canadian frontier Customs port. 
The customs officer must satisfy himself that: 1. the applicant is a 
non-resident of Canada and temporary visitor. 2. the purpose of the 
trip is for health or pleasure. 3. the permit is for the use of the 
owner and his immediate family. 

The officer may then issue the visitor a Traveler's Vehicle Permit, 
in duplicate. The original copy is given to the tourist who must 
surrender it to the collector of customs at the customs port through 
which he leaves Canada. 

Persons visiting New Brunswick for a limited period may bring 
with them, for their own personal use, without deposit and under 
temporary permit, a great variety of sporting and camping equipment, 
however pistols or revolvers are prohibited importation in Canada. 

Wearing apparel and personal effects may be brought as baggage 
for the tourists’ own use and comfort. These are passed free at 
customs as would be up to fifty cigars, twe hundred cigarettes or two 
pounds of manufactured tobacco. The tourist will be charged the 
ordinary tariff for any quantity over the above found in his possession. 

Summer residents may bring articles of household furniture if 
they are to be returned to the U. S. within the season. This must be 
reported to the customs officer and a sum of money equal to the duty 
on these articles must be deposited. This money will be refunded if 
the goods are identified and returned to the U. S. within six months 
from entry. 

Some special regulations apply to visitors entering New Brunswick 
to attend business meetings or commercial travellers with samples. For 
further information write: Deputy Minister of Customs and Excise, 
Department of National Revenue, Ottawa, Canada. 
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U.S. Residents — Regulations For 
Re-Entry Into The U. S. 
If you have visited for more than 48 hours — U. S. residents may 


take back once every 31 days merchandise for personal use to the 
value of $100.00 duty and tax free. Members of a family traveling 
together may combine their personal exemptions. Under the above 
exemptions, up to 100 cigars and one wine gallon of alcoholic bever- 
ages may be imported. If the state laws of the resident prohibit the 
importation of such alcohol the U. S. Customs will not clear it. 


Customs declaration — all articles acquired in Canada must be 
declared at the U. S. Customs on return. Articles that do not accom- 
pany the resident must be declared separately on the U. S. Customs 
forms 6063. The resident is then given a customs form 3351 for each 
shipment to follow, so that he may obtain release of the shipment 
free when if arrives at his address in the U. S. A. 


Wholesale values — the U. S. Customs may determine the value 
of purchases on wholesale prices rather than retail. Sales receipts 
must show the prices actually paid for the merchandise although there 
is no objection to also including the wholesale value. ONLY THE 
U. S. CUSTOMS OFFICER MAY EVALUATE AND MAKE WHOLESALE 
ADJUSTMENTS. If you have visited for less than 48 hours — may 
take back for personal or household use goods to the value of $10.00 
duty and tax free, but no more than 50 cigarettes, Y. pound of manu- 
factured tobacco, 10 cigars, four ounces of alcoholic beverage or four 
ounces of alcoholic perfumery. Members of a family may not combine 
their purchases under this exemption. Gifts — bona fide gifts of 
articles except alcoholic beverages, perfume containing alcohol, or 
tobacco products sent to a person in the United States are passed free 
of duty provided the total value of such articles received by a person 
on one day does not exceed $10. Gift packages should be plainly 
marked ‘‘Gift'’ and value indicated.
